He asked club members to ride with his supervisors and provide 
radio contact throughout the county in the event that this powre at 
the ECO was disrupted. 

Ed Gaudett, club president, said the club is always ready to 
provide communications help at any time, and that community 
service is the by-word of the club.

FLORIDA PACKET

The Thanksgiving and Christmas season is here with the at- 
tendant increase in NTS traffic. With the use of the zip code in 
addressing, it is no longer possible to give advise to Florida NTS 
Packeteers if filing a message on packet to a particular city is 
advisable with assurance of delivery. All we can do now is attempt 
to recruit more NTS packeteers to service the Florida PBBS’s in 
existence. 

I believe we should have at least two packeteers assessing every 
PBBS in the state. We cannot task SYSOPS to deliver traffic. They 
really have their hands full keeping their station on the air (24 
hours a day) and maintaining their forwarding files and protocals. 
Additionally, many of them are not of an NTS bent. We are really 
piggy-back on their system. 

Thus, some months back, both Bill (K4ZK, ARRL South Florida 
STM) and Rip (AA4HT, ARRL North Florida STM) sent out word to 
all SYSOPS, should any NTS traffic be growing whiskers (getting 
stale) on their boards, they should feel free to forward ‘‘old, not 
delivered’”’ NTS messages to either of them. Additonally, N4GMU 
(Dave) offered the same service. 

It is imperative, each Florida NTS Packeteer visit his local 
PBBS daily to remove traffic for delivery and to ‘“‘clean-up”’ the 
board for the SYSOP, i.e., find out why a particular message is still 
hanging. If 48 hours old, take it off the board, ‘‘KT’’ the message, 
and refile it ona C.W. or voice net to accomplish delivery. 

Make a real effort to get a copy of NTSOP1 December and 
NTSOP2 December from your local PBBS. Advise in a short 
message if you have any difficulty with which your SYSOP cannot 
help to K4CY @ K4GBB. 

Next month, DIGICOM — 64. K4CY @ K4GBB.
